seem likely that she'll be able to do it close race there though - and this is the latest situation in California the 
race for the Senate there appears to be balanced on the head of a pin far far too close to call with 92% of the 
VP a model points in it looks 
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of the VP a model points in it looks this way first by income George Murphy holds a 63 237 lead among 
upper income people and Radek senator Pierre Salinger has an 85 to 15 percent among lower-income 
groups the middle-income largest group in population shows George Murphy ahead by a narrow range 51 to 
49 so the income groups balance almost to the 50/50 division when the race is analyzed by areas senator 
Salinger holes are heavy 65 to 35 percent lead in the metropolitan areas while every other subdivision shows 
a much closer race with George Murphy in the lead for example Murphy is ahead in the farm area 58 to 42 in 
the small towns he's ahead 54 to 46 but Walter I'm told you want the air back so I'll stop this analysis right

to a victory there although it looks like she's going to lose out to Senator Hugh Scott but it was very close 
senator Scott to almost went down through defeat in the Johnson landslide in Pennsylvania in Ohio Lyndon 
Johnson got 63 percent of the vote and the incumbent senator Stephen young is just holding on at 50% of 
the vote and with

could not quite pull in Neal stapler to the governorship there 68 percent of the vote he got in Michigan but 
Neal Stabler fell by the wayside and Governor Romney won in Michigan State we got 45% of the vote in 
Illinois a Lyndon Johnson got 60% of the vote and Otto Kerner the incumbent governor was carried in on his 
coattails with a 53% margin to defeat mr. Percy Chuck Percy a young Republican on whom the Republican 
moderates had so much faith and hope in Texas Lyndon Johnson won was 64 percent of the vote and Ralph 
Yarborough the incumbent senator went in with 57% of the vote although a sizable margin for Yarborough 
much larger than it had been anticipated he would get against the strong republican senatorial contender 
George Bush in Arizona Lyndon Johnson as still just about 50% of the vote we have that race is too close for 
us to call on the basis of our VP a precinct sample and the same thing is true in the senatorial race with Roy 
Elton and the governor Paul Fannin very close too close to call but the Democratic candidate for the 
governorship there won that state seat from Governor Fannin who vacated it to make the race for the Senate 
with 54% of the vote it may be a case there of the governor of pulling in the president in Arizona too close to 
call though in that presidential race in California Lyndon Johnson had a whopping 61% victory but Pierre 
Salinger the incumbent senator is just hanging in there right now with George Murphy the Republican 
contender running ahead and The Associated Press says that George Murphy has won our vote 
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says that George Murphy has won our vote profile analysis as bob trough told you just a moment ago 
certainly indicates however that the race is too close to call at this particular moment we'll return with more

Landen in 1936 electoral votes it was a whopping victory too for Johnson 486 electoral votes the senator 
Goldwater is 47 carrying only five states Alabama Georgia Louisiana Mississippi and South Carolina possibly 
a six will be added when we finally can say how Arizona his own home state has gone in the Senate there 
were 35 races up this year and with the several of them still outstanding as we have reported to you the 
figures now looked like this the Democrats have elected 26 of those 35 senators the Republicans have 
elected three and probably elected a fourth the new makeup of the Congress with the holdovers would be 66 
Democratic senators 29 Republican senators a good margin for the Democrats but still with some five races 
to go in the gubernatorial races there were 25 state houses at stake in this election of those the Democrats 
of 117 the Republicans have won five but their hold over governor's it means that the Democrats will be in 
control of a heavy majority of the state houses across the nation 33 to 14 for the Republicans a rather 
important figure when it's considered that in many states reapportionment will be a question up before the 
new legislatures and this Democratic sweep has brought in a democratic legislature in many states where 
the Republicans have had been in control for many years New York and 
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control for many years New York and Indiana are particular cases in point in the House races the Democrats 
have won 295 seats the Republicans 140 that would be the makeup of the House of Representatives in the 
89th Congress meeting in January it will give President Johnson a considerable a larger working margin than 
he had in the 88th Congress which was 254 to 176 some almost forty seats 41 seats more than he had in the 
last Congress that does the way the election 1964 has gone tomorrow evening we remind you at 7:30 we will 
do a wrap-up what happened last night this is Walter Cronkite speaking from our CBS News election
